Because of the ambiguity of 
tlie result, the Waterloo student 
council will wait until the 'out- 
term* vole is received — it is 
expected before the next council 
meeting two weel«s from now — 
before taking action. 

(The 'out-term' students arc 
some 1000 students in science 
and engineering worlcing in 
business and industry in fields 
related to their program of 
study, under Waterloo's system 
of allowing students to finance 
their education by studying and 
working alternate terms.) 

Meanwhile, the council will set 
up a long-term study of . the 
question of universal accessibility 
to higher education, on the 
grounds that CUS information in 
this area is not extensive.enough.

Miss Amir, who also holds a 
degree in economics, will perf- 
orm at 1 p.m. in the Union Ball- 
room and only those who have 
bled will be admitted. 

Today has been designated 
"Engineering Day" to encour- 
age .the usually generous en- 
gineers to increase their per- 
centage of bleeders, which, for 
the first time, is below that of 
Arts and Science, Commerce, 
Physical and Occupational Ther- 
^apy. Physical and Occupational 
Therapy leads the faculties with 
34% having bled. 

The hearty engineers, who 
traditionally have close to 100% 
bleeders, this year have less 
than 29%. Ellen Roseman, First 
Vice President of ASUS said, "It 
seems that those who are always 
boasting about their strength 
and spirit are chickening out 
in a time of real need. They 
should be ashamed of them- 
selves." 

Yesterday's Blood Drive festiv- 
ities were highlighted by a can- 
vassing of the men's residences 
by a busload of droplcttes. The 
residence response increased si- 
gnificantly last night, with the 
exception of Douglas Hall. The 
mature graduate students, whose 
percentage of bleeders is lower 
than that of any other resid- 
ence, responded by dropping 
water bombs on the canvassers. 



Molson Hall still leads the re- 
sidences, with close to 90% bleed- 
ers. RVC follows with 70% 
which is the average percent- 
age of resident bleeders.

UGEQ schedules 
second congress 

Administrative structure will head the agenda at the 
second annual UGEQ congress, to be held at l'Université de 
Sherbrooke from February 15 to 19, 1967. 



More than 200 delegates from 
member universities and colleges 
throughout the province arc ex> 
pcctcd to attend. McGill is not a 
mcmlier of UGEQ. 

Organization of the congress 
is already underway. A count* 
down, to begin 70 days before, 
is planned to organize the con- 
gress from a legal standpoint, 
according to the Quebec cons> 
titution. UGEQ External Affairs 
head Pierre le Francois,' has said 
the countdown was set up to show 
that "UGEQ is not an amateur 
organization." 



UGEQ leaders feel that the 
present concentration of offices 
in Montreal provides Inefficient 
service for colleges outside Mont- 
real. Le François believes that a 
system of regional centres for 
student affairs would provide an 
effective structure in future 
years. The problem of the form 
of representation of these re- 
gional centres in UGEQ will also 
be on the agenda. 

The new executive, which will 
take office in June, will be 
elected at the congress. Other 
resolutions to be discussed have 
not been decided as yet. 



SHINE TODAY: 

The Women's Union will 
stage its annual shoeshine to- 
day.

Taylor tilts at Russians 



In a strongly-worded open 
letter to the Government of the 
Soviet Union, eight McGill pro- 
fessors and several political 
and labor leaders have decried 
the persecution of Soviet Jew- 
ry- 

The letter, read yesterday by 
Professor Charles Taylor of the 
Department of Economics and 
Political Science to a press con- 
ference at the Queen Elizabeth 
Hotel, attacked the situation in 
which "three million Jews have 
only the barest symbols of cul- 
tural existence. 

"They still have no schools, 
no theatres, no secular institu- 
tions. And this in a country 
where all minorities arc guar-, 
antccd cultural identity." 

The failure of dcstalinization 
to correct injustices was con- 
demned, as was anti-religious 
propaganda, much of which con- 
sists of "a contemptuous attack 
on Jewish traits which is indist- 
inguishable from racial anti-Se- 
mitism". The letter charged that 
the Jews are denied the means 
to practise their religion, a de- 
gree of persecution which other 
religious groups in the Soviet 
Union do not suffer, and which 
is in violation of the Soviet Cons- 
titution." 

Pi of essor Taylor recalled that 
during the 1964 purge of eco- 
nomic traitors, 60% of those ar- 
rested were Jewish, although 
Jews constitute only 1% of the 
population. The prevention of 
Jews from Joining close relati- 
ves outside the Soviet Union 
from whom they have been se- 
parated since the war was also 
cited as an example of discrimin- 
ation. 

McGill professors wlio signed 
the letter arc Dean Maxwell 
Cohen of Law, Saul Frankel of 
Political Science. C.G. Gifford 
of Social Work, Gad Horowitz 
of Political Science, Raymond 
Klibansky of Philosophy, Laurier 



LaPlerrc of History, Michael K. 
Oliver of Political Science and 
Professor Taylor. The authors 
maintain that worldwide coexist- 
ence is impossible in the face 
of such discrimination, because 
"the persecution of religious, ra- 
cial and cultural minorities is a 
great tirceding ground of hatred 
and enmity between nations; for 
it Is a rejection of coexistence 
at the most basic level".

One of the features of this new 
system, he says, is the abolition 
of all provincial governments, 
although provinces will still re- 
main as territorial divisions.

parliamentary system is a rule by 
committee, and a camel is just a 
horse which was designed by a 
committee." 

Bassett's varied background in- 
-cludes service with thé British 
Merchant Marinei working as an 
"axe man" in western Canada 
and selling feathers In London.

The Monday New York Times carried an 
editorial praising Finance Minister Mitchell 
Sharp's recent encouragement of US invest- 
ment. The editorial read in part, "The ex- 
pansion of the Canadian economy would 
be severely limited if foreign investors were 
penalized. And Canadian efforts to increase 
domestic investment depend largely on con- 
tinued economic expansion . . . encouraging 
foreign investment will help Canada, and 
it is up to American investors to prove him 
right." 

American investors, would be only too 
hqppy to prove old Sharpie right if it were 
true that their intent was to help. But in the 
usual parent company-subsidiary relation- 
ship that develops in crossing the border, 
the main thing the US aids is Canadian in- 
flation. _.V^hen a branch company is set up 
it is oriented to the basic materials that 



the mother company has long been procur- 
ing in the States. Without a market test for 
tneir initial purchases Canadian subsidiaries 
must ignore local products, which may be 
cheaper, not to mention import sources in 
other countries. 

Eric Klerans has noted this tendency, and 
corroborated it by reference to President 
Johnson's guidelines to increase reserves at 
home. Parent companies are being urged 
to increase export percentages, and one 
easy way to do this is to foist surpluses 
of basic products on related Canadian fin- 
ishing plants. Kierans says, "Higher mate- 
rial costs are almost entirely responsible for 
the higher manufacturing costs of Canadian 
industry." 

With all this, increased expansion in Ca- 
nada con be pointless for American com- 
panies which simply have to redistribute 
profits in such a way to make their Cana- 
dian facets look less lucrative. 

Chances for obtaining a true market 
test are lessened even further when a ma- 
jority of the Canadian company's board of 
directors is composed of Americans, whose 
primary sphere of concern naturally lies to 
the south. 

US interests include some of Canada's 
largest industries. The lobbies maintained 
by these producers in local and federal gov- 
ernment are highly influential. Just how 
many of these pressure groups have to con- 
sider reaction in Detroit, Buffalo and New 
York to their politicking? 

One might conclude that the Times' 
thinking was as phoney as a three dollar 
bill, werellt not for the fact that Sulzberger 
and company get all of their wood pulp via 
the Dominion.

The eus Congress 



the eus Congress voted to withdraw 
from the International Students' Con> 
fcrcnce and rc-appIy for associate mem* 
bcrshlp. The International Students' 
Conference is a student organization 
consisting of national unions from West- 
ern and Afro-Asian countries. Political 
opinion runs from right of centre to 
communist. It is much the more demo- 
cratic of the two organiutions. It mutt 
be remembered that all these resolutions 
were passed by students who admitted 
that they did not know if their votes 
reflected the views of their universities. 



External Vice President Arnold 
Aberman presented this paper at last 
Thursday's Students' Council Meeting 
at hit personal report on the 1966 
Congress of the Canadian ■ Union of. 
Students. 



BACKGROUND • 

Last year, the McGill student body, 
in two referenda, rejected membership 
in Union Générale des EtudianU du 
Québec. The reasons for this rejection 
were numerous, however, the main 
reasons were (1) the organization's uni- 
lingualism and. (2) the involvement of 
UGEQ on issues which we felt should 
be left to the individual student, i.e., 
Vietnam, etc. 

The present Vice-President (External 
Affairs) and the President, were elected 
on a platform which promised not to 
involve the Students' Society of McGill 
University in political issues not directly 
.. concerning the student. Personally, In 
my election campaign, 1 made it abun- 
danlly clear that 1 favoured students 
expressing opinion on all issues concern- 
ing society at large, but that the Stu- 
dents' Council was not the proper yeliicie 
for the expression of these views. I made 
it clear that my concept of student gov- 
ernrhent was one of an organization serv- 
ing all its students, providing basic ser- 
vices and providing a frameworic for 
students who wish to express certain 
political views. 

The basic reason for my stand was 
that the McGill Students' Society is a com- 
pulsory organization — i.e., if the Stu- 
dents' Council taltes à political stand 
and a student does not agree with it. 
he is not free to resign from the Stu- 
dents' Society, and I believe that under 
these circumstances it is a violation of 
the basic political freedom of choice for 
the Students' Society to malce such 
policy decisions. I was elected on this 
platform and it was this concept of the 
role of student government which I 
brought to the CUS Congress. 

Our delegation consisted of Jim Mc- 

Coubrey, President; Ian McLean, Vice- 
President (Internal Affairs); Bob Vine- 
berg, Law representative on the Stu- 
dents' Council; Chris Portner, Manager 
of Radio McGill, and Arnle Aberman, 



Vice-President (External Affairs). Be- 
fore we went to the Congress in Halifax 

we held several informal meetings and 
discussed in general the policy we could 
follow there. 



CONGRESS : 



. The thirtieth Congress of the Can- 
adian Union of Students was held at 
Dalhousie University In Halifax from 
September 3rd. to 0th., 1066. First, the 
delegates were divided up into small 
discussion groiips where the role of 
CUS and student governments were dis- 
cussed. A series of discussion papers 
was presented, including one entitled 
"ITie Proper Role of Student Govern- 
ment", written by myself. 

After ; a /series, of such discussion 
conférences, the Congress settled down 
to business. There were three commis- 
sions — University Affairs, Internation- 
al Affairs, and National Affairs, which 
met to hammer out preliminary resolu- 
tions to present to the plenary session 
which was held on the last two days of 
the Congress. 

I will now briefly discuss the main 
resolutions passed in each of the three 
divisions at the plenary session. 



A. University Affairs: 

The main emphasis was In two areas. 
The first area of concern was broadly 
named Universal Accessibility. It was 
dealt with in two sections. First was 
E.A.2 and EA.3, which in philosophical 
terms spelled out the desirability of 
education. McGill supported these re- 
solutions since their wording was agree- 
able to all. However, the second part 
of the Universal Accessibility, resolu- 
tion E.A.4, was one which sparked much 
discussion. This resolution, briefly, sup- 
ported free Government-paid university 
education, student salaries, and advoc- 
ated abolition, in principle, of . all stu- 
dent loan programmes. " -The ' McGill 
delegtion had a free vote on this -issue, 
and voted 5-1 against E.A.4 — Ian 
McLean casting the dissenting vote. 

The reasons for opposition were 
complex, and ranged from opposition to 
so-called "free education", as summar- 
ized in the paper "Free Education — a 
Review of .the Dissent" (Can-Educ-43) 



by myself, to more practical objections 
to the aim of rejecting loans. 

' The other area of concern was resol- 
utions dealing with academic freedom 
and student participation in university 
government Generally, ' McGill support- 
ed these resolutions. 



B. Canadian Affairs) 

This commission dealt mainly with 
the problem of the Canadian Indian. 
Resolutions were passed which propos- 
ed retaining an Associate Secretary of 
Indian Affairs, working with such bodies 
as the Canadian Indian Youth Council 
and encouraging seminars on Indian 
Affairs. Other resolutions dealt with the 
establishment of a new debating society 
— the Canadian Forensic Society — and 
the status of WUSC, UGEQ, travel, water 
resources, etc. It should be pointed out 
that the Canadian Forensic Society was 
brought into existence to promote and 
co-ordinate debating at Canadian univer- 
sities, and seemed to be well organized. 
However, it was not given any of the 
requested $3,000 budget, and thus seems 
doomed to failure. 



C. International Affairs! 



This was easily the most contenUot^j 
commission. The view of the McGill 
delegation was, since its membership 
was compulsory, and even more because 
the students representing their univer- 
sities were not, with rare exceptions, 
elected on any sort of platform dealing 
with international affairs, and the deleg- 
ates themselves admitted they did not 
know the views of the students they 
purported to represent on these issues, 
that CUS should not express any policy 
statements. However, the majority of 
delegates did not agree with this policy, 
and many resolutions, i.e., on South 
Africa, Rhodesia, Vietnam, were passed. 
As usual, violations of human rights in 
the U.S.S.R., China, Yugoslavia, were 
overloQHed,»yhllcJhQse,li\;Sputh .: Africa 



and RhodMlPwS«fiSiSB^^ndicmned. 

T'he most important decision, in the 
opinion of the McGill delegation, was 
the one made to seek associate memlier- 
ship in. the International Union of. Stu- 
dents in Prague. This is à communist- 
run and controlled student organization 
which meets only to pass resolutions 
which condemn the U.S~A., West Ger- 
many, Britain, NATO, etc., and to praise 
the free "demorr.ntic" countries of Uie 
U.S.S.R., China, etc. At the same time. 



discussion: 

The McGill delegates' Ideas werej 
generally well -received and respected.'! 
Our allies in the fight for a "non-.''' 
political" CUS were Alberta and several ' 
smaller universities. The majority of 
delegates who favoured a "poliUcal" 
CUS were led by the University of 
Toronto ..and the University of British . 
Columbia: We tried at the CUS Congress 
to present what the majority of McGill 
students wanted, as expressed by last 
year's events. We still feel that political 
activity is best left to voluntWi^rgan- 
izations such as the Y.F.C't^^D^., 
etc., and that CUS should prb^^^ser- - 
vices for the student and be a' vehicle ' 
of contact among the numerous Canadian 
universities. This past Congress reject- ' 
ed this role for CUS.
